THE SHANTUNG QUESTION. 


, After very many months of weary waiting China appears to 
bave made “up her mind on policy regarding the Shantung 
question. But her policy is a negative one—a refusal to enter into 
Negotiations with Japan on the subject. The Peking Government 
adopia the attitude that China is not a signatory to the 
Versailles Treaty. thatin view of the present feelings of the people 
it dares not take any step which wiH arouse popular disapproval, 
and that for the time being i: must, in the friendlies? of spirit, 
decline to enter into direct negotistions. A further point made by 
the Government is that Japan bas already expressed her willingness 
to return the territory. and therefore no necessity exists for negotia-|6' 
tion opon the niatter. In putting forward this latter plea, the 
Peking Gorernment doubtless realises that the paint is not.a strong 
ong, for whilst it is true that Japan has again and again promised to 
hand back Shantung. it is obvieus that negotiations of dome kind 
would have to be wodertaken before the transference could take 
place. The fact cannot be overlooked that Japan spent lives and 

easure in weesting Tsingtan fri 
also the question of the cost of Japanese administration, to be 

‘considered, These are some of the points regarding which 
negotiations would bave to take account. It has slways been

Bot the decision comes rather late in the ‘day 
a very long ‘time must elapse before this issue can be taken up by 
the League and any decision given. If Chins had had in mind the 

«idea of submitting the question tothe League from the beginning. 
it would have been far better had she signed the Treaty under 
protest, at the same time intimating that she intended bringing this 
Shantong: question before the League at the earliest opportunity. 
Now she is in the position of not being’a member of the League. the 
Convenant of which is part and parcel of the Versailles Treaty, and 
yet desiring to make use of its ioffuance to redrese what she 
considers to bea wrong. The other item which we have in mind is 

- a reported statement of Japan's policy ‘in consequence of China‘s 
refusal to negotiate.
